Valuing staff could only benefit, 
not hinder A-Channel 


PROBLEMS—EVERYBODY’S GOT ’EM, 
and some worse than others. How 
do you solve yours? You may have 
noticed that the trickier your trou- 
bles, the greater the call for creative 
solutions, which often means more 
than just ignoring them or refusing to 
deal with them. 

A-Channel has problems. They 
want to be taken seriously as a 
broadcaster in this city, but they 
want to do it on the cheap. Now, 
there isn’t necessarily a problem in 
wanting to save a little cash. In fact, 
in what we call a free market (of 
which there is no such thing, of 
course), if you can produce a quality 
product for less than your competi- 
tors, that makes you more efficient 
and increases your value. But, if your 
chief strategy for keeping costs down 
is to defer the legitimate costs of 
doing business indefinitely, well, a 
problem like that only gets worse 
and worse. And that’s A-Channel’s 
problem. 

When Craig Broadcasting showed 
up in Edmonton, they didn’t have 
much to offer potential employees 
except valuable job experience and 
the promise, implied or otherwise, 
that once the new station was on its 
feet and the money was flowing, the 
people who got them there would be 
rewarded. That probably seemed 
pretty fair at the time. Now, six years 
later, the well of employee goodwill 
has apparently run dry.

employees make, especially com- 
pared to other stations in this market, 
don’t reflect it. There have been no 
raises in the last three years. Many of 
the talented people who got A- 
Channel to where they are now 
could not afford to work for them 
any longer and have had to move on, 
And still, in place of any sort of sug- 


themselves with substandard techni- 
cal work, and devalue themselves in 
the eyes of both their co-workers and 
the management—who never need- 
ed to be encouraged to think them 
unworthy of the investment. 

For their part, management knows 
the time to break a union is now, 
before it ever gets a contract: hence 
the waiting game and the security 
personnel. They say they simply can- 
not afford to provide the modest rais- 
es and job security the union is ask- 
ing for. Really? Then it might be 
worth pointing out that six years of 
underpaying their employees has not 
brought A-Channel the financial suc- 
cess they have hoped for. And if that 
is the case, what does it say that it 
doesn’t occur to them to reevaluate 
their strategy and engage with their 
employees seriously in an effort to 
collectively change their fortunes?

And 
if it really is true that A-Channel is so 
broke they can’t afford the costs of 
doing business properly, it’s time 
they went down.

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High on drug profits 


US. solo stand on resolution threatens world’s poor 


HERE ARE SOME NUMBERS TO CON- 
sider: 14 million, 35.9 billion, and 1. 

The first is an estimate of the num- 
ber of people who will die of AIDS 
and other treatable diseases over the 
course of the coming year, most of 
them in the poor countries of the 
developing world. 

The second figure represents the 
combined 2002 profits, in dollars, of 
the 10 biggest pharmaceutical com- 
panies listed in Fortune magazine's 
annual review of America’s largest 
businesses. 

The third figure corresponds to 
the number of countries that, last 
week, voted against a U.N. resolu- 
tion that addressed access to drugs 
during global epidemics such as 
HIV/AIDS, tuberculosis and malar- 
ia. The resolution emphasized that 
the failure to deliver life-saving 
drugs to millions of people who are 
living with HIV/AIDS constitutes a 
global health emergency. 

One hundred sixty seven coun- 
tries voted in favor of the resolution. 
The single vote against it was cast by 
the United States. 

Sadly, these numbers are closely 
related. To protect their exorbitant 
profits, drug companies are fighting 
the production and distribution of 
cheap generie versions of patented 
drugs. Unable to afford the medi- 
cines that could save their lives, mil- 
lions of poor people around the 
world die of treatable illnesses every 
year. 

And, as the recent U.N. vote 
exemplifies, the drug companies 
have a reliable ally. Not only does 
the U.S. government use its consid- 
erable economic power to bully 
developing countries into restricting 
access to low-cost generics, it contin- 
ues to try to change the international 
tules that allow such generics to be 
made in the first place. 


UNNECESSARY DEATHS 

With respect to their vulnerability 
to treatable diseases, the rich and the 
poor live in very different worlds. 
Every year, millions of people in 
developing countries die of illnesses 
that they would likely have survived 
had they lived in Europe or the 
United States. A key factor in the 
enormous global disparities in death 
rates is poor peoples’ lack of access 
to essential drugs. 

Consider the case of HIV/AIDS. 
An estimated 42 million people are 
living with HIV/AIDS worldwide, 
39 million of them in the developing 
world. India alone has at least 4.5 
million people who are HIV-posi- 

_ tive many more. 

In the United States and other rich 
countries—since the advent of anti- 
retroviral drug treatment—AIDS has 


used, treatment costs are about $600 
per patient per year. 

But companies that profit from 
drug sales prefer to keep drug costs 
artificially high. In the United States, 
the cost of anti-retroviral drugs is 
generally in the range of $10,000 to 
$15,000 per patient, annually, and 
people with advanced cases of AIDS 
may pay far more. Relying on 
international patent protec- 
tions, drug compa- 
nies have 
sought to 
maintain 
high 
drug 


prices glob- 
ally by restricting 
the production and dis- 
tribution of low-cost generic substi- 
tutes. 

Global patent protections are tied 
to global rules on trade, specifically 
the rules of the World Trade 

tion. Although the WTO's 
strict intellectual property rules 
carve out exceptions for national 
health emergencies, they still go a 
long way towards limiting poor peo- 
ples’ access to life-saving medicines. 

And as Oxfam has shown ina 
paper titled “Patent Injustice,” the 
problem extends beyond 
HIV/AIDS. Brand-name drugs that 
treat a number of major diseases cost 
several times more than their generic 
equivalents. The increasing drug 
resistance of endemic illnesses such 
as tuberculosis and malaria—and 
the consequent need for access to 
new drugs—means that the WTO's 
monopolistic pricing rules threaten 
many millions of the world’s poor. 


THE BRAZIL MODEL 

Despite the WTO’s restrictions, 
some developing countries have 
made important steps to meet their 
peoples’ drug treatment needs. 

In Brazil, notably, extensive pre- 
vention efforts, combined with state- 
funded anti-retroviral treatment, has 
reduced AIDS-related deaths by 
more than half since 1996. The cor- 
nerstone of Brazil's treatment pro- 
gram has been the local production 
of generic equivalents of brand- 
Name anti-retroviral drugs, which 
has driven down the cost of treat- 
ment enormously. 

But Brazil’s successes, and that of 
countries like it, have been hard 
won. The WTO rules have been a 
battleground on which Brazil and 


_ others have fought a series of high- 


stakes skirmishes with drug compa- 

nies. 
Backed by one of the world’s rich- 

est and most olitically influential

FUTURE TRADE 
AGREEMENTS 


The U.N. vote is, moreover, a wor- 
risome portent for the future. At pre- 
sent, the U.S. Trade Representative is 
negotiating a number of bilateral 
and multilateral trade agreements, 
including the proposed Free Trade 
Area of the Americas. Given U.S. 
advocacy on behalf of pharmaceuti- 
cal companies, these agreements are 
likely to go beyond the WTO's rules 


in protecting drug patents. 


President George Bush, in a num- 
ber of his most high-profile speech- 
es, has expressed a rhetorical deter- 
mination to assist in the global fight 
against HIV/AIDS. By allowing US. 
Officials to lead the world in protect- 
ing the commercial interests of drug 
companies, he betrays his public 
commitment to this cause. ;

“It’s good to shake things up 
again and keep everything fresh,” 
she says, underlining that the cast of 
this lush, no-holds-barred produc- 
tion (including a topnotch set com- 
plete with a huge rotating Victorian 
street carousel and chock-a-block 
with period costumes and proper- 
ties) is a who's who of the city’s 
(heck, the country’s) thespian com- 
munity. 

The show features Julien Arnold 
and Jan Alexandra Smith as the 
Cratchits, and includes the likes of 
Patrick , Bernard Cuffling (the 
Scrooge Alternate), Alison Wells, 
Kate Ryan, Beth Graham, Mitchell 
Semple (as Tiny Tim) and a bevy of 
students from the Citadel’s Foote 
Theatre School as the myriad vil- 
lagers, carolers, waifs and orphans 
needed to flesh out Dickens’ detailed 
and finely organized universe. 

“When you have that many actors 
and crews running around you have 
to be really super-organized back 
stage,” says Ashley Wright, a famil- 
iar face on the Citadel stage also 
returning to the production, this 
year playing the Ghost of Christmas 
Present and Fezziwig. “Even a tiny 
delay can toss everything off.” 

Technical demands aside, Wright 
notes that the play’s powerful core 
story holds the complicated produc- 
tion together from beginning to end. 
The Citadel's take on Charles 
Dickens famous 1843 novella (adapt- 
ed by Tom Wood who stars in the 
production as Scrooge, and directed 
by Bob Baker, the theatre's Artistic 
Director) is a faithful reading of the 
familiar tale about the transforma- 
tion of the seminal Victorian-era 
meta-miser visited by four s} 
visitors—the ghost of a dead busi- 
ness partner and the spirits of

Christmas past, present and future. 
The ghostly parade spurs him to 
finally start “keeping Christmas” 
and caring for his fellow human 
beings. 

“It's all about the idea that an act 
of kindness costs nothing but bears 
great rewards,” says Wright. 

According to Ryan, A Christmas 
Carol enjoys such universal appeal 
because it’s a compelling depiction 
gf a profoundly hurt individual who 

“tarnished values” because 
he s lived such a misdirected life. 

“Scrooge has a very unhappy 
childhood in part because his father 
blames him for his mother’s that 
warps his views on life. He’s a man 
who needs some serious healing,” 
says Ryan, adding that Scrooge’s 
pain continues to be heaped on chil- 
dren by contemporary parents who 
don’t fully understand the conse- 
quences of the cyclical blame game. 

“There's lots of people walking 
around with wounded hearts.” 

Of course, Dickens’ brilliance as a 
stylist owned much to his sharp eye 
and keen ability to deconstruct and 
depict their detailed eccentricities 
and characteristic traits, but he was 
also an energetic political reformer, 
setting his sights on the legal injus- 
tices and social hypocrisies of the 
day. 
“Ts sucha hard play to do,” says 
Ryan, “because we still have so 
much ignorance and poverty to 
overcome. In many ways we're not 
winning the battle because we still 
don’t see the importance of love and 
community and get caught up in our 
obsession with war and poe! iM 

Wright in turn is impressed with 
the fact that Dickens doesn’t let peo- 





ple off the hook. “There’s a line in 
the play talking how it’s not enough 
to agree but do nothing. He's really 
challenging you to do something 
about the situation in the world.” 
Wright and Ryan agree that while 
the Citadel's A Christmas Carol is a 
spectacular theatrical spectacle, it’s 
an endlessly grounded production 
filled with “energy and heart.”

cation to all-things-Tolkien of Rick 
Miller and Dawson Nichols. 

Into the Ring is a tour de force dis- 
play of prime geek-quality, master- 
level Tolkien prowess and a homage 
to the seminal author of the Lord of 
the Rings trilogy. Granted Into the 
Ring has more than a few flaws 
(including being far too cerebral a 
theatre experience for younger 
kids—as proven by a pack of restless 
pre-teens sitting across the aisle from 
me), but it still manages a sublime 
triple-duty theatrical task. 

First, the show is filled with ele- 
gant comments about Tolkien’s oeu- 
vre as it presents the broad strokes of

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want to go? 
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the scholar/author’s biography and 
the whole plot of the trilogy, the lat- 
ter via the personages of two slacker 
obsessives who produce a high- 
octane nine-minute summary of all 
three books. 

Second, the play deconstructs the 
large social discourse around the 
work (including the tension between 
fans of the books and fans of the 
movies), going so far as to present 
Tolkien's push to create whole lan- 
guages for his work as a nod to the 
idea that everything we know is fil- 
tered through language—to create a 
whole new world, the late fantasy 
author had to invent whole new 
tongues. 

Third, it manages to create a total- 
ly autonomous, postmodern, self- 
referential story (two very different 
brothers team up to do a Rings film 
documentary) using the tropes from 
Tolkien's work to free-standing com- 
ments about literary obsession and 
our relationship to art. 

Given that the whole venture 
weighs in at around 90 minutes, it 
was a stunningly compact theatrical 
event that even managed the tricky 
job of seamlessly working multime- 
dia into the proceedings. 

Masterly thespians, Rick Miller 
and Dawson Nichols go in and out 
of character with maniacal speed 
and manage to give each theatrical 
avatar a unique and instantly recog- 
nizable identity using a handful of 
props and minimal set pieces. 

Where I do have to fault the 
author/players is their being too 
artistically greedy, ignoring the 


needs and wants of their core audi- 
ence (i.e., the kids) and pushing the 
structure of their piece past its com- 
fort zone. 

I know they were trying to paral- 
lel the contemporary story of the 
two filmmaking brothers with a 
play-spanning allusion to Gollum 
and Frodo, but it backfires twice, 
first by projecting too much psychol- 
ogy ona text that’s impervious to 
that critical touch, second with an 
awkward parallel that sells the film- 
maker brothers’ tale short and 
makes the ending fall flat. 

Still, a must-see for all the die- 
hard Tolkien fans.

IT CAN'T BE EASY BEING IN A PLAY 


written by George F. Walker. 

Almost everything penned by this 
deeply political, deeply prolific two- 
time Governor General’s Award 
winner represents the height of text- 
happiness and can be a mouthful. 

His work is also profoundly in- 
your-face and loaded with authentic 
details and kitchen table prosaism 
while boasting wildly surreal bits 
that push the action past lived reality 
into hyper-reality and heavily inten- 
tional meta-theatre. 

His 1986 dark comedy Better 
Living now playing Studio Theatre, 
is a wonderfully odd theatrical duck 
that takes a gargantuan effort to 
keep on an even keel! 

Don’t get me wrong, it’s one of 





my favourite contemporary plays, 
but it’s so contorted that even 
describing the plot is a feat. Let's just 
say that it documents an explosive 
family reunion of sorts as Tom 
(Jordon Schartner), a mysterious 
husband / father pops back into his 
family’s life after a decade with nary 
an excuse but with a highly-ambi- 
tious agenda designed to protect his 
dysfunctional brood from the hard 
times he is convinced are on the 
horizon. But, this being Walker, his 
paternal concern is more Jim Jones- 
meets-Animal Farm than Father 
Knows Best. 

Of course getting the family on- 
line with even a sane plan is quite 
the trick given this particular familial 
unit: Nora (Kristi Hansen) an out-of- 
touch-with-reality basement-bunker- 
digging mom (living in the “fourth 
tense”); three psychologically- — 
wounded daughters (Shantelle 
Landry, Katherine Ford and Anne- 
Marie Felicitas) deeply suspicious of 
their father; the incompletely-named 
Junior (Ryland Alexander), a none- 
too-bright live-in boyfriend of the 
youngest daughter; and Jack (Scott 
McAdam), Nora’s brother and a 
hard-drinking, bitter and largely

faithless Catholic priest. 

As you can see, this is a produc- 
tion that could easily dip into the 
hysterical and turn into caricature, 
by accidentally or by laziness. Not so 
in the Studio incarnation where 
every performance is knowingly 
realized. . 

Director Sandra Nicholls gets full 
kudos for keeping a super-tight 
reign on the production and getting 
her young thespians to walk a two- 
and-a-half-hour fine line: fast 
enough to keep the longish play 
moving, slow enough to hit the dra- 
matic notes, carefully articulated 
enough to get all the brainy bits in 
(did I mention this mid-’80s play 
creepily predicts many of our post-9- 
11 anxieties), and spontaneous 
enough to let the play's strange — but 
intense — naturalism breathe. 

One weakness is built-in: the 
inherent youthfulness of this crew of 
emerging actors makes for occasion- 
ally awkward age and class gaps. 
The other problem is the set’s design 
(shared with Studio’s production of 
“We Won't Pay”) which I thought 
was too open and looming for such a 
claustrophobic production.

ALTHEA CUNNINGHAM CAN'T HELP 
breaking into song. Even during a 
quick phone interview, snatched 
between rehearsal times, she 
favours me with a quick lick from 
“Stormy Weather,” one of the many 
songs she has included in her one- 
woman show, Dancing with Jazz, to 
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illustrate one of her favourite types 
of jazz. “Torch songs are usually 
love songs,” she explains. “They’re 
the types of songs most people can 
relate to because we've all been in 
love at some time, you know, and 
had our hearts broken.” 

The show, which was written and 
compiled by Cunningham herself, is 
a review of some of the classics of 
American music. Within the frame- 
work of the story of one woman's 
love of music and rise to stardom, it 
will cover everything from Southern 
spirituals to blues to old time pop _ 
music, including some familiars like 
“Hound Dog” to get the crowd 
singing along. But don’t expect the 
familiar old Elvis version of the 
song. For this performance, 
Cunningham will be performing it 
in straight-ahead blues. 

But despite her deep, sultry voice 
and penchant for classic blues, 

ingham herself is no Southern- 
born crooner. She was born here in 
Edmonton and went to what she 
calls the “artsy ’ Victoria 





ing this music was when I had 
worked at a record store before 
going to college,” she remembers. 
“Just having the freedom to go in 
and open any disc in the place, lis- 
ten to it all day and reseal it, was a 
wonderful gift. So much fun. And I 
was working with a lot of other 
musicians at the time too. Not that 
I'm old now, but I was younger, and 
they told me stories. They helped to 
educate me on the basics, the 
ground level stuff. From there I just 
took an interest because | thought, 
this music is so rich.

plagued with flashbacks of scalping 
and an unfortunate little incident in 
which his regiment wiped out an 
innocent Apache village. Enter a 
Japanese official who hires Cruise to 
come to Japan and train the Imperial 
Army in modern (i.e., Civil War 
style) fighting techniques in order to 
crush a rebellion led by horse-and- 
sword-style samurai. It’s a nice little 
snapshot of an odd period in 
Japan’s history when it was strug- 
gling to modernize, bringing in con- 
sultants from the Western world, 
and adopting Western customs and 
modes of dress. 

Soon enough we're seeing Cruise 
forced to take his ill-prepared mus- 
keteers up against a band of rogue 
samurai, and we're not terribly sur- 
prised to see Cruise’s regiment 
minced by the samurai who then 
take injured-but-still-pluckily-fight- 
ing Cruise prisoner. And we're even 
less surprised when, a la Dances 
With Wolves, Cruise slowly recovers 
and learns to respect and emulate 
his noble captors, finding peace in 
the gentle sword fighting of the 
samurai. 

It’s quite dull, this part of the 
movie, mostly because of the bland 
one-dimensionality of the charac- 
ters. Cruise himself doesn’t really 
have to do much; lacking any real 
beliefs of his own, he soaks up the 
samurai code like a sponge. Cruise 
duly comes to appreciate the honor 
and code of the samurai while the 
samurai are duly impressed by his 
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plucky American never-give- 
upness. There are no reversals, no 
surprises. And of course it helps that 
the samurai leader Katsumoto 
(played awesomely by Ken 
Watanabe) is a noble, intelligent, 
flawless, English-speaking gentle- 
man with loads of karma, far cooler 
than Cruise’s jerky American com- 
mander or the weaselly Japanese 
official who first hired him. 

So Cruise flips, easily, effortlessly, 
without having to give up anything 
of himself, and signs on to help the 
noble samurai in their final battle in 
the name of... honour, I suppose. At 
least that’s how it’s billed, but, in 
truth, it comes off as something a lit- 
tle different. As The Last Samurai 
presents it, it’s not that war itself is 
horrible— an orgy of ugly useless 
death; it’s just that certain ways of 
Waging war are cooler than others. 
Samurais are just intrinsically cooler 
than Civil-War-style musketeers, 
and so it’s sad to see the passing of 
those better, purer times when a bat- 
tlefield was strewn with dead bod- 
ies chopped to pieces by highly 
trained swordsmen rather than rid- 
dled with bullets by dummies who 
can barely reload their muskets. 
Truly, the business of killing large 
numbers of people lost something 
special that tragic day, something 
that can never be recovered. No 
doubt, in 200 years, we'll be seeing 
similar movies or sense-films about 
a brave division of Chinese soldiers 
gallantly throwing their lives away

against an irresistible squad of robot 
laser-units, and we'll wipe away the 
same tears as we do when watching 
The Last Samurai 

So, without a terribly involving 
internal struggle for Cruise, or a 
truly interesting or coherent com- 
ment on the perils of modernization 
The Last Samurai just slugs away, 
delivers the big “dramatic” 
moments with metronome-pre- 
dictability, and finally leads all the 
way up toa climactic battle that is 
maybe—maybe?—almost as good 
as the mid-movie warg battle in The 
Two Towers. So, The Last Samurai 
tries; it goes out on the field of battle 
and gives its all. It’s just that its all 
ain't that great. But if you like Tom 
Cruise, hell, go.

Disney left the board of directors of 
the Walt Disney Company over a 
feud with CEO and Chairman 
Michael Eisner. Calling for Eisner’s 
resignation, (Roy) Disney made pub- 
lic a list of grievances including, 
“the company is [perceived as] 
rapacious, soulless, and always look- 
ing for the ‘quick buck’ rather than 
long-term value...,” and “The cre- 
ative brain drain of the last several 
years, which is real and continu- 
ing...” 

Well, no shit, Roy. This is a com- 
pany that takes a fascist approach to 
copyright protection, aggressively 
suing daycares for painting its char- 
acters on the walls, lobbying con- 
gress to extend it’s lapsed trade- 
marks, and recently pulling out of a 
60 million dollar Peter Pan movie 
because it didn’t want to have to 
share merchandising royalties with 
the children’s hospital that legally 
owns the original work's copyright. 

Creatively the Mouse has taken to 
making cheapo straight-to-video 
sequels of Disney classics like 
Cinderella, 101 Dalmatians, and Jungle 
Book, playing the limited- 
release/special re-release game with 
consumers, and making movies 
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based on their theme park rides. 
Following The Country Bears and 
Pirates of the Caribbean, The Haunted 
Mansion is the latest ride to hit the 
big screen. Does the story strictly fol- 
low the Disney family film formula? 
Yes. Does Murphy turn in another 
boring dad performance? Yes, Does 
the film uphold the values of the 
average Bible Belt Wal-Mart shop- 
per? Hell yes. 

Eddie Murphy is Jim Evers, part- 
ner in Evers and Evers Real Estate 
with his wife Sarah (relatively 
unknown Marsha Thomason ina 
purely functional role). Jim forsakes 
family for work, and Sarah nags him 
about it. Solution: they embark ona 
weekend family vacation with the 
kids, but first a quick stop to check 
out a potentially lucrative gig selling 
an ancient, sprawling mansion. 

When a storm forces them to 
spend the night, they discover their 
classically cultured host Master 
Gracey (British actor Nathaniel 
Parker) has a particular interest in 
Sarah. Oh yeah, and the house is, 
yep, haunted. 

All the stuff from the ride appears: 
waltzing apparitions, freaky mirrors, 
ghoulish paintings, floating instru- 
ments, etc. To the credit of director 
Rob Minkoff (The Lion King) it’s 
decently incorporated into the narra- 
tive. Within the film’s inescapable 
overarching lameness, in fact, there 
are actually several strong elements. 
The supporting cast are given some 
fun scenes, particularly Terrence 
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Stamp as ghoulish butler Ramsley 
and Jennifer Tilley as a disembodied 
fortuneteller’s head in a glass ball. 

The real star of the show, howev- 
er, is the art department. The lavish 
but decrepit old world mansion is 
stunning with vibrant colour 
schemes and off-putting surreal 
décor, notably the drawing room, 
complete with giant desk, safari tro- 
phies, and even giant bookshelves 
concealing a secret corridor. Also 
worth mentioning is a-deliciously 
frightening crypt scene complete 
with a horde of zombies that, 
strangely, look like they ambled out 
of a Lucio Fulci flic. 

Unfortunately none of that’s 
enough-to excuse the irritating tone 
of the film. Because it’s Disney, the 
Goose Bumps-style scares that kids 
actually dig are negated by crap like 
zany singing statues and unneces- 
sarily jokey dialogue. Is it market 
research that stops the company 
from attempting a genuinely spooky 
family film, like its classic Watcher in 
the Woods? Old Walt once said, “We 
are not trying to entertain the critics. 
I'll take my chances with the public.” 
Michael Eisner isn’t concerned with 
entertaining the critics or the public, 
however. He’s too busy entertaining 
the shareholders.

movie more often referenced in car- 
toons than actually watched— 
straight, at least. Made in 1968, there is 
something about the studied, ponder- 
ous attention to detail that seems to 
cry out for impaired viewing of some 
variety or other. But the last time I 
saw this was when | was 16 years old 
in the magnificent and long-lamented 
Meadowlark Theatre, sober as day- 
light. 

Brought to you by Metro Cinema 
ina new 35mm print, it’s as difficult to 
understand now as it was completely 
baffling then. The same scenes make 
you scream inside, “WHAT AMI 
SEEING?” Apparently some kind of 


treatise on human evolution and spir- 
ituality, beautifully and meticulously 
filmed by the most infamous of per- 
fectionists, Stanley Kubrick. 

Each scene is so familiar to us now 
thanks to repeated reinterpretation, 
from the infamous “Dawn of Man” 
being spoofed in Zoolander to the 
Jupiter Mission being approximated 
by Homer Simpson eating chips in 
outer space. It’s iconic, but the original 
seen once again on the big screen, on 
film... it’s gorgeous. And Kubrick 
never explains a thing. Here is a brief 
study guide: This is progress. What is 
progress? This is humanity. What is 
humanity? 

A few minutes of darkness and a 
droning, dissonant symphonic score 
is interrupted by the MGM logo and 
segues into that famous sunrise and 
Johann Strauss’ Thus Spake 
Zarathustra. It is the Dawn of Man, 
showing broad vistas of fictional 
African savannah and primitive 
hominids socializing, escaping leop- 


ards and sharing some space with a 
herd of tapirs. It ain’t much of a life 
until, waking up from a shivering 
night in a cave, they find the large, 
rectangular obelisk buzzing with 
human voices 

Tools are invented, and friendly 
tapirs are now hearty meals. Fast-for- 
ward to the future: the glamorous jet- 
set life of Dr. Haywood Floyd, a space 
scientist en route on a Pan Am flight 
to a mysterious moon base. The pro- 
duction design is pure, clean mod- 
ernism—look at those space stew- 
ardesses, with their grip shoes and 
turbans! See the glowing white rooms 
and the IKEA-bright lounge chairs! 
The future was beautiful. Plus, space 
sandwiches have their crusts cut off. 
It’s great. And the future according to 
1968 still has some familiar social 
ills—Haywood Floyd is an absentee 
father, from outer space. 

Moving along, the obelisk has been 
discovered on the moon, buried for 
millennia. Kept top-secret, it sends a 
transmission to Jupiter but otherwise 
remains an enigma. 18 months later, a 
beautiful space ship, the Discovery 1, 
is en route to Jupiter. Dr. David 
Bowman (Keir Dullea) and Dr. Frank 
Poole (Gary Lockwood) are shep- 
herding their “hibernating” compatri- 
ots with the help of the HAL 9000 
computer. 

But space is scary! Using fish eye 
and wide angle lenses, Kubrick makes 
life on board a spaceship with an 
unreliable computer seem like a very 
bad time. Claustrophobic, with only 
the whoosh, whoosh of breathing in a 
space helmet to keep you company 
“Dave, my mind is going. I can feel 
it” Eeeee. 

Bowman makes it to Jupiter, but he 
is as lost as we are. Not knowing, 
what's happening is terrifying, as it 
clearly is for him as we are shown the 
same geometric shapes and weird 
glowy visuals that he sees. What is it? 
The beginning of time? His own 
Genesis? Do we witness his death? Or 
birth? Make up your own mind. We 
are left with the image of a floating 
amniotic sac orbiting earth: gestatory 
metaphors for humankind.

what? 4? 5? Paul Walker runs around 
finding Billy Connolly, the girl 
researcher looks for a tunnel she’s 

sure is there, and another guy 
runs afoul (or afair, | suppose) of a 
couple of cheeseball timetravel 
ironies. 

The fact that these people are all on 
their own little mini-missions that 
aren‘t about anything tends to drain 
splendor from a production that isn’t 
all that splendid to begin with. We've 
seen some rather awesome assaults 
on castles in movies recently, so a 
muddily directed sequence with lots 
of arrows being shot at some cheap- 
looking castle walls doesn’t really cut 
it.

have a lot more in common than 
you'd think. What makes their lives, 
and by extension their music, iconic 
is mainly the tug-of-war between 
contradictions. Regardless of genre, 
the drama inherent in the line 
between saint/sinner can motivate 
great art and captivate the masses. 
But while Cash survived his outlaw 
half into old age, Shakur succumbed 
to his thug side in a hail of bullets 
long before reaching 30. 

Lauren Lazin’s not-so-subtly-titled 
documentary Tupac: Resurrection 
goes to great lengths to deify the rap- 
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per, although it does present many of 
the contradictions that made up the 
man, some of them quite ugly. At 
least it exposes both sides more than 
you'd expect for a film narrated from 
beyond the grave by its subject and 
produced by his mom, Afeni Shakur. 

The 90-minute film opens with 
(obviously) misrepresented audio of 
Shakur waxing philosophical about 
his own death while an aerial shot of 
the Las Vegas strip where he was 
murdered gives the impression he’s 
looking down from heaven, proba- 
bly sipping on Hennessy and getting 
a foot rub or something. 

Using Shakur to narrate his own 
life and death story from beyond the 
grave is both eerie and effective. To 
begin he establishes one of the domi- 
nant themes of the film: love for his 
mom, a Black Panther member who 
gave birth to him while in jail and 
raised him in poverty without a 
strong father figure in his life. The 
fragmented timeline of the film is 
often confusing, presumably due the 
availability of footage and narration, 
and soon he’s in art school. Here he 
makes friends with classmate Jada 
Pinkett, tries ballet, develops a love 
for Shakespeare and reads about 
Machiavelli (later the name of his 
alter-ego). In the funniest part of the 
film he lip-synes with Pinkett to DJ 
Jazzy Jeff and the Fresh Prince's 
“Parents Just Don’t Understand.” 
Pinkett later married the Fresh ——— 
Prince. Ha! 

Shakur’s own rise to stardom 
starts with the Digital Underground, 
with him basically joining as a road- 
ie, moving to performer dry hump- 
ing inflatable sex dolls onstage, then 
handling bit parts on the mic. 

After his huge solo debut in ‘91 at 
age 20, he adopts the roles of both 
socially conscious spokesman and, 
increasingly, media-molded “thug.” 
There's plenty of footage of his run- 
ins with censors and politicians over 
his “thug life” lyrics and philosophy. 
Later he’s on trial numerous times 
and goes to jail for sexual assault, 
gets robbed and shot five times, joins 
Suge Knight's shady Death Row 
label, and sparks the west coast-east 
coast rap war with Biggie Smalls 
that would lead to both of their 
deaths. 

Mlustrating Shakur’s many contra- 
dictions, the film is full of pointed 
juxtapositions. In one scene he’s out- 
spoken on the importance of respect- 
ing women,.and in another he’s dis- 
robing an obviously uncomfortable 
groupie while his entourage watch- 
es. He talks at length about uniting 
and leading the black community, 


..then expounds and glamourizes 


violence in philosophy, style, atti- 
tude and music. Sadder is how 
lengthy rants about the importance 
of love and family are negated by a 
grotesque scene of him fawning over 
a handful of $100 bills while on the 
set of the “California Love” video. 

Shakur was a victim of immaturi- 
ty, ego, and media hype, but regard- 
less, like the Man in Black, he was 
also incredibly layered, talented and 
influential. If he were alive would 
glamour thug-pimps like 50 Cent be 
as popular, or would Shakur have 
matured down a revolutionary path 
and brought hip-hop with him? 

If Shakur’s own monologues in 
Resurrection are any indication, that 


_ internal struggle was far from over.

German. She served as an Assistant 
Director on Wim Wednets’ Paris, Texas 
(1984), an American production, and 
his. Wings of Desire (1987), about a 
divided Berlin; in-between, she also 
worked on Jim Jarmusch's indie clas- 
sic Down by Law (1986). 

The gentle melancholy that Wenders 
seems to have perfected was the defin- 
ing characteristic of her first feature, 
Chocolat (1988). This semi-autobio- 
graphically evoked a young girl in non- 
quite-postcolonial Western Africa. 
Mostly Denis dwells on the desert 
landscape and the girl's ambiguous 
relationship with their wise, enigmatic 
domestic servant.

Her next film, No Fear. No Die 
(1991), also dealt with the aftermath of 
the French colonial experience, 
focussing on two guys from Benin. who.

Her 
1996 film Wénette and Boni had a simi- 
lar sense of lost-lost-lost-ness, as did - 
her shorts Keep it for eatin inh ‘ 
made for Japanese TV) or US Go Home 
(1994, made as part of a French TV 
series). sear o 

But her first real masterpiece was 
1994's multi-character drama / Can't 
Sleep. Again the topic was the chang- — 
ing face of aFrance more opento 
immigration, from Eastern Europe as 
well as Africa. But here Denis presents - 
Paris not as a Series of cramped, dan- 
gerous corners (as she did in Wo Fear, 
No Die and Nénette and Boni) but as a 
true metropolis, sprawling, unmanage- - 
able ands sometimes terrifying, but 
also linked to all sorts of different cul- 
tures. 

And oddly, a similarly expansive, 
internationalist imagination seems to 
be at work in her other real master- _ 
piece, Beau Travail (1999). Here we 
follow a battalion of the French Foreign — 
Legion, stationed in Djibouti, as they — 
conduct exercises, get drunk in town, 
and generally tear each other 
through jealousies and rival 
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The Cat in the Hat Not quite the painful perver- 
sion of Dr. Seuss that, say, The Grinch was. It 
attempts, at least nominally, to align itself with 
the idea of the book and execute a simple fun- 
based agenda. All the various artists and crafts- 
people responsible for bringing the visual world 
of Dr. Seuss “to life” did as good a job as any- 
body could. However, most of us go to the 
Movies for more than just show reels of weird 
production design. It is supposed to be fun, but 
there's a rather desperate quality to the “fun” that 
we're supposed to be having.

y know, the kind of voice that signals 
that: a) said adolescent's fave musical 
combo is coming to town; or b) that 
skoolz out, like, forever. It’s kind of 
like that in this case, too, except that 
Spaghetti—no kid, but a veteran of a 
seemingly endless rock ‘n’ roll road 
show—has just found out that rap- 
per/ pimp chic role model Snoop 
Dogg will be performing the same 
night in Edmonton as the 
Supersuckers. Sadly, Spaghetti 
admits chances are slim-to-none that 
the two posses of reputed herbal 
enthusiasts will hook up. “I don’t 
know any of his peoples,” he laughs. 

No matter, there are still plenty of 
other things to talk about... 

Strike that: when you're talking to 
Eddie Spaghetti—a fervent worship- 
per at the altar of the electric 
church—there’s only one real subject 
to discuss: rock ’n’ roll music. 

And so we do. After unexpectedly 
calling the SEE offices, having “for- 
gotten” about three other scheduled 
interviews, it doesn’t take much 
prompting to get Spaghetti going 
about what could possibly be THE

“1 don’t have any bitterness about 
the way rock is,” says Spaghetti, as 
he begins to explain the group’s 
recent single , “Rock-n-Roll Records

homage to the Supersuckers unlikely 
pal, Willie Nelson, and his track “Sad 
Songs & Waltzes [Aren’t Selling This 
Year]”). “People are like, ‘Y'know,

Spaghetti laughs. “And now I'ma 
daddy,” he announces, sounding 
both happy and bemused by life's lit- 
tle twists and turns.

be hard pressed to find anyone in the 
building having more of laugh than 
the band themselves. 

“We definitely have a sense of 
humour, and it shows,” says 
Spaghetti. “We do things like throw 
the devil's horns in the air and hoist 
the guitars up over the crowd. These 
things were generated as jokes when 
we were, like, playing to seven people; 
over time they’ ve become both 
tongue-in-cheek and a homage to the 
things about rock that we love. 

“And they are cheesy. 

“They are goofy. 

“Rock ‘n’ roll is stupid. 

“And I think it should be stupid. 
We make fun of it, but ina way that’s 
obvious that we care about it so much, 
and that we want to pay tribute to it as 
well.” 


Two Eds are better than one (Mr. 
Spaghetti meet Mr. Van Halen) 
That love, however, is no joke. 


“| really only know how to be the one kind 
of band that we are—even though we're sort 
of two bands. That's one more than most 
bands get to be.” 


Eleven albums/EPs and 15 years 
later, the band remains tant 
(well at least half: Eddie admits that 
two members are sober, while the 
remaining half live “decidely un- 
sober”) and going strong (again, 
three-out-of-four ain’t bad: longtime 
drummer Dancing Eagle departed 
earlier this year), 

Indeed, what started off as jokey 
punk band, now, by virtue of simply 
not calling it quits, have become elder 
statesmen of sorts. Again, another of 
life’s odd little tricks. 

The real irony, though, isn’t lost on 
Spaghetti—while he continues to 
stand by an old quote of his, wherein 
he described the Supersuckers as a 
“footnote to an anecdote” in rock his- 
tory, the true believer in Spaghetti 
remains committed.

WITH JOHN PRIMER, CHARLIE

to “fill the hole in their souls.” 

John Primer cut his blues teeth 
in his hometown of Camden, 
Mississippi, where he started play- 
ing guitar at age nine. After mak- 
ing his way to Chicago in 1963, he 
found himself in the house band at 
Theresa’s lounge on the South 
Side, where he backed the likes of 
Sammy Lawhorn, Junior Wells, 
Buddy Guy, Smokey Smothers, 
and Lonnie Brooks. In 1979 he took 
a gig working as Willie Dixon’s 
sideman, where Muddy Waters 
took note of him and asked him to 
join his band. Primer spent the 
next four years, until Muddy’s 
passing in 1983, learning slide gui- 
tar, “lowdown dirty blues,” and 
the ins and outs of the music busi- 
ness from Muddy himself. He 
joined Magic Slim’s band shortly 
thereafter and spent the next 14 
years touring the world and 
recording as a member of the 
Teardrops. He left the band in 1995 
to pursue his solo career.

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He's since blossomed as a band- 
leader in his own right, having 
released ten albums. The latest, 
Blue Steel, is a tribute to the great 
Elmore James. 

This Friday and Saturday at the 
Yardbird Suite, for his first appear- 
ance in Edmonton, Primer will be 
joined by Edmonton’s own Rusty 
Reed band, featuring Gary 
Bowman, keys, Ron Rault, bass, 
and Scott Anderson on drums. 

Saturday night at the Provincial 
Museum Auditorium, a duo of 
duos will light it. Calgary’s John 
Rutherford and Dan Tapanila, 
AKA No Guff, will open the 
evening with their up-tempo take 
on-classic ‘20s and ‘30s jug band 
music mixed with originals, as well 
as some “front-porch” blues. 

Charlie Musslewhite and gui- 
tarist Kirk Fletcher will turn that 
same stage into their own front- 
porch on the strength of 
Musslewhites’ repertoire (learned 
at the feet of some of the great 
masters of that genre).

They were 
street singers. I learned guitar and 
harmonica at about the same time, 
but when I moved to Chicago there 
was more work for harmonica 
players, so that’s what I became 
known as. In Chicago I had the 
opportunity to learn from and, for 
a while, live with Big Joe Williams. 
He was one of the last itinerant 
country blues players... he knew 
and worked with Robert Johnson 
and all those old guys.” 





When Musselwhite last played 
Edmonton, he was fronting a five- 
piece band at Edmonton’s Labatt 
Blues Festival in front of a huge 
crowd, This columnist wondered 
how this latest, stripped-down 
facet of his performance came to 
the fore. “Well,” he stated in his 
own gracious manner, “I was con- 
vinced to do it first of all to give 
the band a break—but it went over 
pretty good. I always enjoyed play- 
ing guitar around the house and 
playing harmonica on a rack, so I 
thought: “Why not?”

I can play and has made travel eas- 
ier without lookin’ after a band.

While the pairing of Jenna and 
Snoop may seem a little peculiar, 
Jenna is certainly no stranger to the 
urban music world. “I grew up ina 
family that loves music,” Jenna G 
remarks. “My father was a musician 
and my mother sang, so it was very 
natural for me to start down this 
path... I started writing songs when 
I was pretty young and, when I was 
about 17, I felt like I had gotten to the 
point were I was proud to let other 
people hear them.” 

Jenna recently began work on her 
debut album, which she recorded in 
Vancouver with the help of a num- 
ber of Canadian hip-hoppers like the 
Rascalz and Choclair. “1 think it is 
really important to write with other 
people, and if I could give any new 
musician advice it would be to do 
that,” Jenna says, explaining why 
she chose to share her liner note 
credits. “It’s one thing to have 
songs that are personally mean- 
ingful for you, but that’s not 
everything; you have to be able to 
share those same are with 
others and that’s why having co- 
ore can really you to 
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on her own terms. 

“1 think [Celtic culture] has a very 
rich literary, oral tradition and that 
every language and culture brings a 
unique perspective to the world; so 
it’s a shame if we loose them, 
remarks Lamond about why she 
chose a career as a traditional artist. 
“What's really lovely about the 
Celtic tradition is thatit represents a 
love of music and a love of 
poetry; singing and 
music is really a 
living part of 
the culture, so, 
although a lot 
of the songs 
are sad, that 
makes it a very 
joyful thing.” 

In 1998,

released her first 
album, Suas E!, 
and collaborated 
with a then- 
unknown fid- 
dler named 
Ashley 
Maclsaac.

“Sleepy Maggie,” garnered national 
attention, which she says came as a 
huge surprise. “Ashley had a real 
rock band going on, but you would 
see old people and young people 
coming out to enjoy the shows, 
which was something that you don’t 
normally see across the country,” 
Lamond notes. “I was very sur- 
prised by the success of the song and 
so was Ashley.” 

Now, five years later, Lamond has 
another album under her belt, is 
about to embark on a North 
American tour, and has found 
another way to bring her ideals of 
cultural diversity to the mainstream. 
“In the last year I’ve been busy co- 
arranging and co-producing music 
for a show called Drm, which will 
be on the CBC; it’s a multicultural 
show that will feature Acadian, 
Gaelic, and Black Nova Scotian cul- 
ture,” she explains of her latest pro- 
ject. “I was ready to take a break 
from the road and this was a new 
challenge. I liked the idea of finding 
a way to melt all these cultures 
together, musically.” 

Since “Sleepy Maggie,” Lamond 
has been working largely under the 
radar, but she says her success is 
measured in her ability to soothe 
and stir with music, not in popular 
opinion. “Success is a relative thing; 
I’m happy with what I’m doing and 
I've been making a living with music 
for a long time,” she asserts. “I think 
the main thing when 

you are creating 

arrangements and 
making CDs is that 
you do it first of all 
for the love of it. I 
don’t think you can 
do it because you 
think people are 
going to enjoy it— 
although that is a 
bonus—you have to 
be doing it because 
you enjoy the art.”

HERE'S TO BEING ALONE. 

As numerous scribes and deep 
thinkers have pointed out, all sen- 
tient beings are essentially alone, no 
matter how we might strive to 
merge our consciousnesses one 
with another. You will never know 
what the words “sweet” or “pur- 
ple” truly mean to me, though we 
may agree on them when we 
encounter them in consensus reali- 
ty. And though we can only discov- 
er love through contact with others, 
death is the ultimate confirmation 
of our incontrovertible solitariness. 
As visionary author and mescaline 
enthusiast Aldous Huxley cheerily 
noted, we may enter the coliseum 
together, but we are crucified alone. 

All the same, we forsake our own 
company too readily, opting for the 
momentary succour of other people 
to distract us from the unrelieved 
evaporation of our days, as though 
having witnesses to the passage of 
our lives bestows a worth we can’t 
muster on our own. That is, unless 
we take ourselves out for supper 
now and again. 

I had subjected myself to a 
steady stream of meals-of-conve- 
nience, those joyless mockeries of 
nutrition we all have recourse to 
when we just don’t have the time to 
treat our insides properly, and was 
determined to break the cycle with 
something special, just for me. 
Strolling down Jasper Ave. ona 
prematurely dark early evening I 
spotted Rigoletto’s out of the corner 
of my eye and knew at once it was 
just the thing to show myself a little 
appreciation. 

Rigoletto’s is, of course, a long- 
time staple of Edmonton's restau- 
rant scene, home to dependable 
Italian food, enticing beef, chicken 
and seafood entrees, daily menus 
and a fine venue for late night din- 
ing and drinks. Just stepping into 
its chiarascuro confines had an 
easeful effect, and I was welcomed

with an invitation to sit wherever I 
liked. | wended my way to an oasis 
of pale gold candlelight near the 
window and settled in for a leisure- 
ly meal. 

Rig’s boasts a sizable standing 
menu, but their menu of the day 
usually promises a few delights 
and my eyes fastened to the daily 
fish, a pan-seared perch fillet in 
white wine sauce with vegetables 
and pasta for $15. Though celebrat- 
ing my solitariness, even I would 
have felt a tad gauche ordering red 
wine with my meal—I'm not big on 
white—so | called for a Moretti 
($4.25) and contrived to prime my 


entree. A substantial fillet of perch 
basked in a pool of golden, buttery 
white wine sauce, sided with a 
mound of succulent-looking 
sautéed carrots, broccoli, snow 
peas, plump mushrooms and bok 
choy and a porcelain boat filled 
with penne tossed with olive oil, 
butter, garlic and parsley, then 
powdered liberally with parmesan 
and fresh-ground pepper. I could 
live without dessert. 

The fish was moist and flaky, 
crispy on its seared side and the 
consistency of clouds within, if 
clouds could learn to swim. The 
white wine sauce was both buttery

palate with a small Caesar salad 
($4.75). 

Moretti is a light-bodied beer 
with an elusive sweetness and a 
clean finish, making it a good white 
wine substitute. I nursed mine and 
watched a gentleman skittishly 
await his dining partner at the 
restaurant door, politely declining 
the server's invitation to find a seat 
within. He popped in and out the 
entrance, perhaps concerned that 
his date had taken a wrong turn or 
gone to the lifeless shell of the old 
Rigoletto’s that casts its eyeless 
gaze onto Rice Howard Way. Me, I 
wasn’t waiting for anybody. 

The Caesar salad, which took no 
time to arrive, was appealingly 
crunchy, its creamy dressing 
announcing the presence of 
anchovies artfully balanced with 
garlic, lemon and parmesan. The 
garlic-steeped croutons increased 
the salad’s garlic factor exponential- 
ly. The garlic toast, also garlicky, 
was dusted with parmesan before 
toasting, which I love. 

My dreams of finishing the meal 
with a piece of cherry pie were 
dashed when I laid eyes on my 
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and tangy, leaving room for the 
fish’s intrinsic butteriness to seep 
through. The vegetables were per- 
fectly cooked and seasoned, and the 
penne would have been a simple, 
pleasurable meal on its own. Sadly, 
Thad to leave something out of my 
stomach and didn’t quite finish the 
pasta. 

Nearly sated, I ordered a cappuc- 
cino to finish off the meal and 
dreamily watched as a spoonful of 
sugar was subsumed into the 
foamy mass that topped it. So con- 
tent was I that my server just about 
forgot I was there and belatedly 
dropped by with the bill. “I guess 
you're a little too far away from me, 
aren't you?” she smiled. Truer 
words were never spoken, sister. 

I paid up—under $30 for my self- 
celebratory feast—and made for the 
door, marveling at the garlic after- 
taste that seemed enclose my entire 
sensory apparatus. “What do I 
care?” I thought. “I’m not kissing 
anyone tonight.” And with that I 
took myself for a slow, slaked stroll 
through downtown’s desolate side 
streets.
